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IT IS ORDERED, That the rules of thiz court for aimission to
the bar be, snd they are hereby modified with reference to seniors
" in approved law schoois, who are entering the armed services Qf the
United States or th: Federal Burezu of Investigztion. Such a sen-
ior will be admitted to the bar of thig stgte without examination
upon a certificate of the law school that he has maintained an av-
erzge in hls studles, which plzces him in the highest eighty per
cent of those to be graduated‘in his class, znd which if maintaihed
to the end of the school year would entitle him to a diploma in the
degree of Bachelor of Laws, and a statement by such law school that
in its opinion the candidate is of good moral character znd other-
wise in every respect gualified for admission to the bar,and that
a diploma will be issued to him by the &chool. In the case of stu-
dents from the St. Psul College of Law who applied for admiscion
prior to the meetin: of the section on legal education of the
Americzn Bar Association, held February 28 and March 1, 1942, the
dipioma will nct be required.

L graduazte of an approved law school who has maintained an
everage in hils studies which plzaces him in the highest aeighty per-
cent of those who graduated in his class may be admitted upon a
statement by such law school that he hes graduated from the school
and the date of graduation and that in its opinion the applicsnt is
of good moral character and otherwise in every respect qualified
for admission to the bar.

Application for admission shall be made directly to the Stzte
Board of Law Examiners on the usual form and the general requirements
now in force as to pre-legal education and affidavits from two prac-
ticing attorneys shall apply.‘ No application fee will be required.
